"In March 1974. I decided I would 
remain in office for no more than two 
years. I have not wavered in this 
decision and it is irrevocable Indeed, I 
had originally intended that it should 
take effect last September, but decided 
to defer it because of the paramount 
importance of ensuring the national 
acceptance and success of the coun- 
terinflation policy the government 
announced last July."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The fight 
tieing waged by the nation’s municipal 
leaders for the preservation of 
revenue-sharing is seen by many of 
them as the last battle between the 
cities and ruin. 


The cities, with large concentrations 
of industrial and construction workers, 
minorities, elderly people left behind 
in the rush to suburbia, are hardest hit 
by recession and inflation and slowest 
to recover. Brightening economic 
indicators are little solace. 


In a speech Monday to 2,000 city 
officials gathered here, 
President 
Ford spoke of 
"the pace and the 
strength of our current economic 
recovery." But city officials say it 
hasn't reached them yet 
While the national unemployment 
rate is down to 7.6 per cent, the mayors 
say it is as high as 45 per cent in some 
inner cities. At the same time, working 
persons are fleeing to the suburbs and 
the cities' tax bases are eroding. Many 
say they have reached the limit to 
which they can raise property taxes — 
their citizens can stand no more 
Reserves, borrowing power and 
taxpayer patience are running out at 
once. And in the teeth of this, moat 
cities are heading toward tax in­ 


creases - some of 30 per cent or more. 
The crisis Is reaching prosperous 
suburbs where income can no longer 
keep up with costs and where schools, 
which lured many from the city, are 
being cut hack 
The cities and counties, reaching 
what many of them claim is a 
depression rather than a recession, are 
caught in an election year tussle 
between Congress and the lYesident 
I/M al officials suggested a year ago 
that a federal antirecession program 
be adopted to pump recovery funds 
into the cities, which were suffering 
the most unemployment. Congress 
passed a $S-billion Jobs bill in response, 
but Ford successfully vetoed it as too

than through government hiring 
Now, revenue-sharing is nearing the 
end of its five-year charter with Ford 
and the Democratic Congress once 
again locked in battle 
By its expiration Dec. 31, general 
revenue-sharing will have pumped 
more than 833 billion into state and 
local governments. But inflation has 
forced the governments, which once 
thought of it as extra money, to use the

CINCINNATI (AP) — ‘ This ls one 
case in which the will of the majority 
did not win out,” said Assistant Cin­ 
cinnati Waterworks Supt. Carl Cole as 
workmen dumped the first ton of 
sodium fluoride into the city drinking 
water. 
Cole said it would be about a month 
before the fluoride in all the city’s 
drinking w ater comes up to the 8 to I 
part per million recommended by the 
American Dental Association. 
Fluoridation of Cincinnati’s water 
became a fact after a 25-year (Kilitical 
and legal battle which ended Monday 
morning when the 1st Ohio District 
Court of Appeals refused an injunction 
to antifluoridation forces 
However, a hearing on an appeal 
was scheduled for April 27. 
Cincinnati City Council first voted to 
fluoridate drinking 
water 
in 
1953 
following a two-year debate. Voters 
defeated the issue in a referendum 
later that year. 
Cincinnatians defeated the issue 
again in 1960 and 1973. In 1974. voters

C h arte r 
A m endm ent 
requiring all fu rth e r fluoridation 
proposals go directly to a vote of the 
people.

Angers Proxmire

Male 
drivers are a lot less impatient in slow- 
moving traffic when they have a pretty 
girl to look at, according to a govem- 
mentf Ina need research project. 
Humor and pathos also help calm 
male drivers caught in hesistant 
traffic, the study concluded. 
Those findings were cited today by 
Sen. William Proxm ire. IFWls.. in 
singling out the $46,100 project as 
what he* said was this month’s ‘‘biggest 
or mast ridiculous or most ironic ex­ 
ample of government waste ” 
Proxm ire said the study, financed by 
a National Science Foundation grant, 
was of ‘‘environmental determinants 
of human aggression.” It was con­ 
ducted by Dr Robert A. Baron, then at 
Purdue University. 
Proxm ire said 
Baron’s research 
involved having an assistant stop his 
car at a red light at a West lafayette, 
Ind., intersection. 
‘ When the light turned green, the 
assistant would refuse to move the car 
for about 15 seconds," said Proxmire. 
"The purpose was to determine 
when ami how often the driver behind 
would 
becom e 
im patient 
and 
aggressive enough to honk his horn,” 
the senator added. 
To discover the effect of envi­ 
ronm ental d eterm in an ts such as 
sexual arousal, humor and empathy, 
the researchers had a young woman 
walk past the stalled motorists in a 
variety of costumes 


In some cases she wore “an ex­ 
tremely brief and revealing outfit.” 


Sure enough, instead of honking their 
horns, male drivers tended to smile, 
stare, whistle and shout, the report 
said. 


When the young woman wore a 
clown mask or ‘‘hobbled along on 
crutches and wore a bandage on her 
left leg,” there also was less horn 
honking 


"While this piece of research may 
appear ridiculous to most American 
ta x p a y e rs,” said P roxm ire, “ the 
National Science Foundation ... must 
have had something like the following 
in mind:

Heroin Use 
On Upswing, 
Panel Reports 


WASHINGTON (A P) - H eroin 
addiction is steadily increasing in the 
United States but has not yet returned 
to the peak years of the late 1960k . the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse said 
today. 
Experts 
believe 
there 
now 
are 
between 250,000 and 500,000 active 
heroin 
users 
not 
in 
tre a tm e n t 
prog rants 
“ There is a steady increasing in­ 
cidence of heroin abuse but not to the 
former epidemic levels,” an institute 
spokesman said. Fven now, experts in 
drug abase cannot agree as to how 
many addicts there were between 1968 
and 1970 when the heroin problem was 
out of control. 
The institute released a new study 
today, representing the first attem pt to 
measure heroin use, so the govern­ 
ment can anticipate and respond if it 
.should reach epidemic proportions 
again. Heroin ase is estim ated to be 
responsible for more than 70 per cent 
of the soc ial cost of illicit drug use in 
the country. 
“ The drug abase explosion of the 
Late 1960s caught m ost of us off guard,” 
said Dr. Robert L. DuPont, the in­ 
stitute director, in the foreword to the 
report 
Fight years later, he said, there still 
is no documentation of estim ates ‘‘of 
the numbers of heroin addicts, speed 
freaks, acid heads and hippies in 
Haight-Ashbury.” 
The institute, in cooperation with 
varioas federal health and law en­ 
forcement agencies, compiled what it 
calls a 
"Heroin 
Indicators Trend 
Report," which draws on a variety of 
sources of data to m easure heroin use 
Virtually all of the indicators are up, 
the institute said. 
The data includes reports from 
medical exam iners on drug-related 
deaths, emergency rooms on drug- 
related episodes, hepatitis infections, 
the "street price" and purity of heroin 
sold illegally, state and local drug 
arrests and drug treatm ent program 
admissions. 
"Based on the indicators reported,” 
the institute said, “ it seems apparent 
that heroin use has been increasing at 
a slow but relatively constant rate 
since mid-1973.” 
Heroin-related deaths reported by 
medical exam iners in 24 major U.S. 
cities show a fairly steady increase, 
with 512 deaths in April, May and June 
last year. The number of deaths from 
m ethadone, a heroin su b stitu te, 
jumped 19 per cent from the last 
quarter in 1974 to the first quarter in 
1975 but declined dunng the next three 
months

Purchase Costs 
U.S. Taxpayer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Amencan 
grain going to the Soviet Union this 
year will cost U S taxpayers about $80 
million in subsidies for ship operators 
and workers, according to government 
estimates. 
The subsidies will exceed those paid 
for carrying the grain sold to the Soviet 
Union in 1972 
The higher costs are due to a 
government program that assures 
U.S. vessels against loss if freight 
rates dip below operating costs and 
because of the terms of the U.S.-Soviet 
maritime agreement. 
The Russian grain-trade ships aren’t 
the only ones receiving subsidies for 
operating costs. As part of its program 
to encourage growth of the U.S. 
merchant marine, the Maritime 
Administration will pay a total of 
$403.7 million in 1977, including $53 4 
million for the Soviet sales 
The subsidies make up the dif­ 
ference between the best rate U.S. ship 
operators can obtain from shippers 
and any operating costs in excess of 
those rates The subsidy is supposed to 
make up for the higher costs of com­ 
plying with U.S. ship regulations and 
higher wages of U.S. seamen. 
The government estunates of $53.4 
million in subsidies in 1977 for Russian 
grain trade compares with the $29 4 
million paid out in fiscal 1974, when 
most of the bills for .shipping the 1972 
sale came in. The rest of the $84 5 
million estimated as the total cost for 
current shipments will come out of 
earlier budgets. 
And with last year’s U.S.-Soviet 
grain agreement committing the 
Soviets to buy six million metric tons 
of U.S. grain annually, officials in the 
Commerce Department's Maritime 
Administration estunate that grain 
subsidies will run at least $30 million a 
year over the five-year term of the 
pact.

bottom and suck out the innards, 
leaving the cone itself to be consumed 
at the end like a soggy cookie. 
That technique, a reversion to the 
sucking instinct of infancy, is common 
not only among children but adults. 
Some people, Dickson observed gently, 
never grown up when in the presence 
of ire cream It is one area of life 
where, procedurally, anything goes. 
One of the great pleasures about tee 
cream consumption, Dickson claimed, 
is that "there are absolutely no rules to 
lie broken even kings anil candidates 
for president are perm itted to lick 
their fingers w hen they dribble." 
As a m atter of fact. in these times 
when people of all races and creeds old 
diverse (and loud-mouthed) opinions, 
ice cream apparently is the only 
noncontroversial left In the world 
"It is the one completely classless 
product," Dickson claims.

Ivave watched past flirtations with 
1,000 points on the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average, there have been few 
surprises over the past few weeks The 
m arket has behaved as expected 
Those who were unpleasantly sur­ 
prised by its failure to rem ain in four­ 
digit territory appear to have too 
easily forgotten the character, the 
personality of the m arket It is indeed 
a flirt; the term Is no misnomer. 
Every time in the past IO years that 
it has come into the presence of I .OOO 
points 
that is, within 50 points or so 
— it has moved erratically, trifling and 
toying and winking and misleading the 
investor 
When the average broke I .OOO points 
and stayed above that mark last 
Thursday, many an investor was fully 
prepared for a direct and sudden move 
to follow in the opposite direction, 
because that is how it has behaved in 
the past 
Even sophisticated investors forgot 
thus, however, and they believed the 
promoters and hucksters who assured 
them that the very next challenge to 
the m arket was its old high of 1,051.70 
points on Jan. ll, 1973, 
Instead, the m arket retreated 15.67 
jaunts, all the way back down to 987 64 
on Friday, from 1,003.31 points on 
Thursday. And so, this week begins 
with the flirtation still going on. 
How much longer will it continue’’ 
Quite likely it won t last much longer. 
Everyone gets tired of a flirt; the 
glam or, the attraction, the mystique 
w ears off, and then the boredom sets 
in 
There are too many strong opinions 
about this economy 
which the 
m arket allegedly reflects 
for it to 
dally much longer Each day those 
economic factors play a larger role, 
and the significance of 1,000 points 
diminishes. 
As investors return to the more 
fundam ental 
considerations, 
the 
m arket is bound to move out of the 
1,000-point area, above or below. There 
is too much active participation for it 


to simply turn inert. 
As you read the stock m arket letters 
and comm entaries you become aware 
of the divisions of opinion regarding 
the economy While the m arket flirts 
with 1,000 points, the econom ic 
argum ent continues, and eventually it 
will be the determ ining force 
A large number of professional 
analysts of the m arket foresee a 
gradual and undram atic but solid 
improvement in the economy over the 
next six months, and for this reason 
they feel confident about the present 
level of prices 
There are those who are suspicious 
too 
Some observe that they see 
elem ents of a boom mentality among 
some investors but argue that the eco­ 
nomic data to support such an attitude 
Is absent 
Government by statistic, they seem 
to say, can Im* misleading. It is true 
that the numbers are improving, but 
do the numbers truly represent real­ 
ity? 
Do 
they 
tend 
to 
hide 
the 
weaknesses in the economic struc­ 
ture? 
It is the economic debate that soon 
will dominate the stock m arket, and 
then we’ll see the end of this flirtation 
with a number, a neat number though 
it tx*, and get back to more worthwhile 
musings.

COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP) - Another 
chapter in the longest-running story in 
the legislature opens Tuesday when a 
House panel begins wrestling with a 
utility rate return bill that Is under fire 
from groups on both sides of the 
complex issue 
The same House Insurance, Utilities 
and Financial Institutions Committee 
ran into all sorts of problems earlier 
this year with a similar bill. 
State senators subsequently passed 
their own version of legislation 
repealing the Reconstruction Cost New 
(RCN) formula, but a House subcom­ 
mittee made several significant 
changes before adding its approval 
last week 
The Senate sponsor, John T. 
McCormack, D-31 Euclid, sharply 
attacked his House colleagues for what 
he viewed as proutility concessions. 
His blast so angered House Democrats 
that Utilities Chairman William E. 
Hinig, I >-96 New Philadelphia, said he 
would invite McCormack to testify in 
opposition to his own bill. McCormack 
declined.

House members go to the floor 
Tuesday for a vote on a bill that would 
set standards for licensing of oc­ 
cupational therapists and therapy 
assistants Also scheduled is legisla­ 
tion that would revise procedures for 
licensing of optometrists.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
American Revolution didn't end July 4, 
1776. It started a new era, and Ohio 
bicentennial observances will aim at 
leaving Americans something to build 
their third century on, the state's top 
bicentennial official says. 
“ The real impact of the bicentennial 
observances in Ohio is going to come in 
1977 and 1978, when people look around 
and say Hey, a lot of things were 
done,” ', said Michael Devine, ad­ 
ministrator of the Ohio American 
Revolution Bicentennial Advisory 
Commission. 
Bicentennial observances must fall 
into one of three categories Heritage 
'76, commemoration of historical 
events; Festival U S A., celebration of

Americaas and special ac­ 
complishments, and Horizons '76, 
creation of forward looking programs 
to extend the character and value of 
the American past. 


To be designated a bicentennial 
community in Ohio, each applicant 
must persuade the commission it has a 
worthwhile proposal in the last 
category and can make it work, 
Devine said.

Hearst five times in January 
He described the newspaper heiress 
as a bored, rebellious teen-ager 
searching 
for

outlet 
to 
her 
frustrations. “The cause found her," 
he said of her kidnaping by the SLA on 
Feb. 4, 1974. 
Kozol said Miss Hearst was an 
unknowing “ spiritual sister’’ to 
radicalism prior to her abduction. 


“This girl was a rebel," he said, as 
Miss Hearst listened with little trace of 
emotion. “She had gotten into a state 
where she was ripe for the plucking. 
She was in a receptive state of mind." 
In the terrorist underground, the 69- 
year-old psychiatrist said, Miss Hearst 
found “a way to get rid of the terrible 
turmoil within her.” 
He alluded to her own testimony 
that she had nagging doubts about her 
impending marriage to Steven Weed in 
the months before her kidnaping. 
Several psychiatrists who interviewed 
her have testified that she viewed 
Weed as becoming unduly concerned 
with materialism.

Steubenville, introduced the measure 
after discovery by the legislative 
Service Commission that the definition 
included tricycles when lawmakers 
adopted a uniform traffic safety cotie 
in 1974.
